[Text] Combat news from Sadon and Lauhkaung areas, located east and northeast 
of Myitkyina: 


On 30 October, an attack by a small unit of the People's Army below (Kyungaw) 
killed two and wounded one enemy from the military government's mercenary 2nd 
Chin Rifles regiment. 





Between 23 and 28 November, mine attacks by small wnits of the People's Army 
killed two enemy troops including a mercenary corporal. 


On 3 and 5 December, guerrilla and mine attacks conducted by small units of the 
People's Army killed two mercenaries from the military government's mercenary 29th 
infantry regiment. 


On 7 December, a small unit of the People's Army attacked a military convoy on 
the Myitkyina-Chipwe Highway, destroying two vehicles and wounding and killing some 
enemy troops.

[Text] Combat news from Sadon and Lauhkaung areas located east and northeast of 
Myitkyina: On 27 November, the People's Army and militias jointly attacked a 
mercenary platoon of the military government stationed at (Pha La) village located 
between Sawlaw and Chipwe; the mercenaries had been harassing the people living 

in nearby areas. The enemy retreated along with the wounded. Some ammunition and 
military equipment were seized from the enemy and the enemy's camp was burned down. 


On 19 December, an enemy soldier was killed as he stepped on a mine planted along 
the (Nyanchangmaw) Stream by the People's Army. In the same evening, a small unit 
of the People's Army staged a surprise attack on the (Haw Gaw) enemy camp, wounding 
and killing some enemy soldiers. 














On 22 December, a small unit of the People's Army attacked mercenaries of the 3d 
company of the military government's mercenary 2nd Chin Rifles regiment who came 

to destroy Ngamaw village. The attack killed two enemy soldiers and wounded five 
including a mercenary corporal. On the next day, on 23 December, the People's 

Army pursued and attacked the mercenaries from the lst and 2nd companies of the 
military government's mercenary 2nd Chin Rifles regiment while they were retreating 


after burning and looting Ngamaw village again. The enemy fled in disarray with 
five wounded. 


Combat news from the southern Shan State: On 21 December, a small unit of the 
People's Army attacked the enemy from the military government's 6th infantry 
regiment near Keng Tawng, killing one and wounding four.

"VOPB' REPORTS PEOPLE'S ARMY ACTIVITIES IN DECEMBER

[Text] Combat news from Central Shan State: 


On 3 December, a small unit of the people's army made an attack on the enemy at 
(Ywehkalang). The enemy fled. On 16 December, mines plante by the people's army 
killed two enemy soldiers at (Kyerudi Gway). On 26 December, ar attack by a small 
unit of the people's army at (Wan Pang) River, (Hai Hkawng) region, killed two 
enemy soldiers and wounded three others. 


Combat news from Eastern Keng Tung District: 


On 15 December, mines planted by the people's army near (Hpang Mawng-Yong) and Loi 
Mwe killed one enemy soldier. On 20 December, a clash broke out between a people's 
army unit and enemy transportation troops at Wan Pa-hok. The people's army 
captured 9 rice bags and over 200 tins of canned food. 


On 21 December, the people's army clashed with the enemy near (Ya Hpang) Village. 
Two enemy soldiers were wounded and the enemy fled leaving a body behind. Three 
G-2's were seized by the people's army. The people's army captured over 3,000 
rounds of ammunition and over 100 explosives and bombs in a clash which took place 
at the foot of the eastern mountain in Mong Yawng field on the following day, 22 
December. 


On 26 December, a small unit of the people's army attacked and overran the enemy 
camp at (Nantnalin) in Mong Lin field. The camp was burned and destroyed. On 17, 
19, 20 and 21 December, the communications links used by the mercenary army to 
oppress the people--the (Loi Hpaw) bridge between Mong Yawng and Mng Hpayak; the 
bridge between Mong Hpayak and Mong Lin; the road between Mong Hpayak and Mong Lin; 
the (Long Hsan) bridge on Mng Tong-Mong Hpayak road; and the bridge between Keng 
Tung and Loi Mwe--were dynamited and destroyed by small units of the people's army. 


Combat news from Maw Hpa region, Southern Wa District: 
On 30 December, an attack by people's armed forces around (? Yawng-U) killed seven 


enemy soldiers and wounded four others. On 31 December, five enemy soldiers were 
killed and five others wounded in a clash which was between (7 Yawng-U) and (Tapaw).

PRESS REPORTS DETAILS OF CONGRESS(1) SESSION 
Firat Day's Proceedings 
Calcutta THE SUNDAY STATESMAN in English 7 Dec 80 p 1 


[Text] New Delhi, Dec. 6.--While several members withdrew amendments to the polit- 
ical resolution of the all-India Congress (1) Committee today, suggesting a ewitch- 
over to the presidential form of Government, others made a strong plea for reimpo- 
sition of the Emergency, if necessary, to curb the activities of anti-social 
elemente. 


Later, Mr Kamalapati Tripathi, who officiated for Mre Gandhi for almost the whole 
day's session, suggested that the ewitch-over to the presidential form be debated. 


The AICC (I) session wae the first to be held since the party's return to power 
in January this year. 


Mr Tripathi had moved the resolution on the political situation which the AICC (1) 
meeting adopted unanimously after a 10-hour debate. 


Winding up the discussion, he said he had received a number of amendments to have 
the AICC (I) incorporate in the resolution the move for a changeover to the presi- 
dential form of Government. 


However, he did not find it possible to accept the amendments which were with- 
drawn. 


Mr Bhagwat Jha Azad, Minister of State for Supplies, who made the last speech 
supporting the resolution, thought that “if necessary, we should discuss a change 
in the Constitution". 


He pointed out that these days almost any law passed by Parliament was being taken 
to courts and challenged. Although the Indian Parliament was based on the Westmin- 
ster model, people in Britain did not take the laws passed in Parliament and chal- 
lenge them in courts. He therefore felt it had become necessary to consider “what 
constitutional changes are needed" and posed the question: “Are France and the 
USA (which have presidential forms of Government) dictatorships"? 


Several members, including Mre Vidyavati Chaturvedi (Madhya Pradesh), Mr Lakshmi 
Narayan Acharya (U.P.), Mr M. M. Jacob, general secretary, Kerala PCC (I) and 

















Mrs, Kamla Ajmera (Maharashtra) went to the extent of suggesting that Government 
should not hesitate to reimpose the emergency for curbing the activities of anti- 
social elemente. 


Some members aleo suggested the revival of the Maintenance of Internal Security 
Act. The main thruet of the debate on the “political situation" resolution wae 
an attack on the Opposition parties--and many of the 40 members who spoke singled 
out the CPI(M)=--for attempts to subvert democracy and foment trouble, and inetead 
of gracefully accepting the popular verdict, 


/The resolution itself contained a bitter attack on the Opposition parties, the 
AICC (1) alerting party Governments, both at the Centre and in the States, to be 
vigilant againet the “machinations” of anti-social forces and devote themselves 
to solving the problems of the people./ [in boldface) 


The resolution deplored the "open involvement of the Marxist-led Kerala and West 
Bengal Governments in agitations and bandhe causing untold hardships to the people". 


The other parties--Mr Charan Singh's Lok Dal and the Bharatiya Janata Party--came 
in for comments too, but the criticiem against them wae muted and the Bharatiya 
Janata Party wae not mentioned by name, except that the speakers suspected the 
RSS hand behind communal riots. They charged thattthese constituents of the 
former Janata Party were attempting to create chaos and conditions of instability 
only to hide the "Janata's incompetence and bankruptcy”. 





The main brunt of the criticiem was against the CPI(M) which the speakers said 
was ruling in Kerala, West Bengal and Tripura. The CPI(M)-led Governments, they 
said, were openly involved in agitations and bandhs threatening law and order. 


Mr C. M. Stephen, Union Minister for Communications, was most vocal in criticizing 
the Left Front Governments in the three States for “fomenting trouble rather than 
safeguarding the life and property of the people". He said the two Governments of 
West Bengal and Kerala were “instigating violence and murder against the constitu- 
tional responsibility bestowed on them". They were also throwing challenges at 
the Centre, he said in a hard-hitting speech. 





/Mr Stephen virtually served notice on the Marxist Governments by declaring: "If 
there is a breakdown in law and order anywhere in the country, the Centre is 
duty-bound to set things right"./ [in boldface] 


Mr A. P. Sharma, another senior Minister, also strongly criticized the Left Front 
Governments and asserted they were creating trouble for themselves. 


Gandhi's Opening Address 


Calcutta THE SUNDAY STATESMAN in English 7 Dec 80 pp 1, 7 


[Text] New Delhi, Dec. 6.--Mre Gandhi said today that India had not changed its 
policy of total disapproval when a foreign country intervened in another country 
and this applied to Afghanistan. At the same time, she said, the perspective 
must not be lost and those who complained of “intervention” should not forget 
the power confrontation that had developed in the Indian Ocean. 














In her opening speech to the AICC (1) session=-the first since her party wae 
returned to power after a break of three yeare~-Mre Gandhi aleo said that those 
who talked of intervention in Afghanistan should remember how some countries are 
turned by others into military bases and pade for atomic weapons. These effortea 
at armé race and expansioniem quest be met. 


She referred to the visit of the Soviet President, Mr Breshnev, beginning Monday 
and said he wae an honoured guest. When such great leaders come, people who do 
not like their policies feel unhappy. They could, she said, express their views, 
or write to the Government. But it was tmaproper for them to resort to anything 
Like agitations, which would only sully India's name. She thought that some 
Opposition parties should reconsider their attitude, 


Mre Gandhi said a new administration would come to power in the USA. "We do not 
know what ite attitude towards India will be, but our policy towarde the USA 

has always been one of friendship, and we hope they too will maintain thie policy 
of friendship towards ue". She wae eure the new Administration would forget the 
past and strengthen friendship with India, keeping in view the position India 
held in this part of the world and how helpful India could be in maintaining world 


peace". 


Regretting that Iran and Iraq, both friends of India, were wasting their energies 
in war, Mre Gandhi said their emisearies had come here and ours had gone to the 
two countries. India's efforte were to see that the war ended soon. 


It wae strange, ehe said, that in euch situations, only big Powers benefiter and 
the smaller and under-developed countries suffered. [as published] 


In her other references to foreign relations, Mre Gandhi said her Government's 
policy had always been one of friendship with all. It was she who had initiated 
steps to improve relations with China and Pakistan. 


Without mentioning anyone by name, she said some people alleged that India wanted 
to attack Pakistan. This was wrong and without any foundation. 


India had never committed aggression on any country, though it had been invaded 
several times. "We will never commit aggression on anyone, and we will not attack 
anyone, but if other countries attack us, it is clear that we shall have to be 
prepared". Mrs Gandhi thought the best way India could be ready to meet such an 
eventuality “is to strengthen our friendship with others and thie is what we are 


trying to do”. 


The highlight of Mrs Gandhi's 40-minute speech was, of course her comments on 
international affairs, on which a party resolution is to be debated tomorrow, 
but Mre Gandhi also dwelt on the recent spurt in communal incidents, casteien, 
the economy, Assam and the Opposition. 


She said that a sinister propaganda was on--that the Congress (1) had not fulfilled 
its election promises. This was being repeated time and again so that people 
would start believing it. "But there is no truth in this propaganda”. 








In 1966, when she took over, Mere Gandhi said, the situation wae not bad, though 
there was slackness, The Janata Government had deliberately demolished whatever 
the predecessor Congress Governments had done, 


She held that the Janata Government could function in the beginning because of 
the sound base left by the Congress, She regretted that the Opposition parties 
had taken to an agitational approach--and some of these agitatione had turned 

—— the very day the Congrese (1) Govenrment came back to power, [as 


She deplored attempts being made perpetually to weaken the Government. In a 
democratic set-up, the Opposition should remember that an elected Government 
should be given time to work. How could the Government implement ite programmes 
if agitations were started from the very day it took over? 





Mre Gandhi aleo regretted that whenever there wae an agitation, the Opposition 
parties encouraged it. 


She asked her partymwen not to get elated over success, nor disappointed over set- 
backs. Her partymen, she was sory to say, became dejected fast when they met 
with reverses. [ae published) 


Amid cheers, the Congress (1) president reminded her partymen that the massive 
victory in the elections had added to their responsibilities and they could not 
afford to relax. They quest fan out to the villages and do some work. It was 
time to work with greater vigour and seal. 


Aseam Agitation 


Mre Gandhi said some of the complaints of Assam agitators were correct. It was 
true that development work had been very slow in the north-eastern region. Her 
Government had initiated action in that direction soon after it came back to 


power. 


But the foreigners iseve was 4 complex one, involving humanitarian and international 
considerations. From the very beginning, she had been saying that the work of 
detection should start, but the agitators insisted in 1951 as the base year-- 
“either 1951 or nothing". 


The agitation in Assam, she said, was sectional. The tribals did not support it. 
Thies point had to be considered. She was in favour of settling the issue through 
negotiations and talks, because she did not want people to suffer. 


Mre Gandhi blamed the previous Janata and Lok Dal Governments for giving 4 new 
lease of life to communalism, casteiem and regionalisn. 


Expressing her sympathy with those who had lost their lives and property in the 
recent violence in Moradabad and eleewhere, she said the Government was doing 
everything possible to stop such disturbances, but the Opposition parties were 
out to exploit the situation and fan trouble. Sometimes Congressmen also got | 
involved in then. 








Sometimes there wae confrontation with the police, This wae not proper, bad 
elements, however, should be weeded out of the police. If the police personnel 
got the feeling that the people did not have confidence in them, how could they 
— their duty, she asked, In Aligarh, thie wae the complaint of the 
police, 


Mere Gandhi said that the economy had shown a distinct improvement. The effect 
of certair etepe taken by the Government would be visible after some time, 


Concluding Day's Session 
Caleutta THE STATESMAN in English 8 Dec 80 pp 1, 9 


{Text} New Delhi, Dec. 7.--The All-India Congress Committee (1) concluded ite 
twoeday session here today after adopting two resolutions on the economic and 
international situations, report UNI and PTI. The six-page resolution on economic 
affaire directed the Centre and the States to take “etrong and effective" action 
against economic offenders, such as hoarders and profiteers and to curb the cir- 
culation of black money. 


Members expressed concern over the scarcity of essential commodities. The resolu- 
tion aleo emphasized the role of the public distribution system and called upon 
Congresemen to help in building a strong consumer movement to hold the price-line. 


In ite five-page resolution on the international situation, the AICC (1) supported 
the Centre's stand on the Afghanistan crisis, thus reaffirming its opposition to 
foreign intervention in the affairs of sovereign States. 


The resolution recalled the talks India had had with non-aligned and other coun- 
tries. It said the talks showed “a wider acceptance of inadmissibility of such 
interferences". It was eaid that India wanted to share the desire for friendship 
between the two countries with the people of Pakistan and the resolution asked 
the party to continue ite efforts in this direction. 


Before concluding the two-day session, the AICC(I) adopted a resolution on the 
economic situation predicting a five per cent rate of growth of the economy in 
1980-81 and said that a trend towards price stability had been achieved. The 
resolution claimed that the ruling party's tax, industrial and export policies 
were imparting buoyancy to investment. 


The main thrust of the attack by more than 30 speakers who participated in the 
debate was against the Janata regime for "bungling" the foreign affairs and the 
economic front, and destroying whatever the previous Congress regimes had built 


up. 


A new feature during the debate on the economic situation was to blame the bureau- 
cracy and the administrative machinery for standing in the way of carrying out 
development programmes and work for the amelioration of the conditions of the 


poor. 


A large number of speakers, including Mr Nawal Kishore Sharma (Rajasthan), Mr 
Manoranjan Bhakta (Andaman and Nicobar Islands) and Mr Vithal Gadgil (Maharashtra) 














said rules and regulations should be changed if they were obstructing the develop- 
ment programmes, 


Moving the resolution on international situation, Mr Shankar Dayal Sharma, a 
former Congress president, said India would like to befriend a "strong Pakistan", 


He, however, observed that if Pakistani leaders sought to raise any bogey to ward 
off trouble from “rebellious elements" in their country, India would not be caught 
napping. 


Mr Sharma denounced the former Prime Minister, Mr Morarji Desai's statement 
(regarding the USSR instigating India, during his regime as Prime Minister, to 
attack Pakistan and dismember it) and asked the AICC (I) members not to take 

Mr Desai seriously for he had been occasionally “talking irresponsibly and against 
national interest". 


He held that the Janata Party Government had damaged India's respect and honour 
in the comity of nations, especially in the non-aligned and developing countries. 


Mre Sheila Kaul, Union Minister of State for Education, said India did not believe 
in confrontation, but that should not be mistaken as its weakness. Mr Zainul 
Basher (U.P.) said he foresaw a confrontation with China in the next 10 years. 


Moving the resolution on the economic situation the Maharashtra Chief Minister, 
Mr A. R. Antulay asked for drastic constitutional changes to ensure steady 
economic growth. 


Two Chief Ministers, Mr Darbara Singh (Punjab) and Mr Jagannath Pahadia (Rajasthan) 
held that the Janata Government had immeasurably harmed the country's economic 
set-up. They joined several other delegates in attacking the Opposition parties 
for creating impediments in the way of Congress (1)'s socio economic programmes 
aimed at removing the suffering of the downtrodden poeple. Mr Darbara Singh also 
attacked the communal forces for demanding a separate State. Without naming the 
Akali Dal, Mr Darbara Singh said these forces wanted to disintegrate the country. 


The Union Planning Minister, Mr N. D. Tiwari, said he proposed to give the highest 
priority to petroleum exploration and production. 


Mr Pranab Mukherjee, Union Commerce Minister, said that there could not be any 
anomaly on abolition of sales tax. A committee of Chief Ministers had been con- 
stituted to go into the question and its recommendations were awaited. "We have 
to take hard decisions, strong decisions, if necessary" he said. 


Mr Mukherjee refuted the charge of the Opposition parties that Mrs Gandhi's 
Government was a “non-performing” Government. The situation he said, had to be 
viewed in the background of the "mess" created by the Janata Government. It 
would take some time to correct the distortions. 


Gandhi's Concluding Remarks 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 8 Dec 80 p 1 
[Text] New Delhi, December 7. The Prime Minister indicated today that she would 


keep her options in.her talks with the President Leonid Brezhnev, during his visit 
here beginning tomorrow. 
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In her concluding remarks at the AICC(I) session this evening, Mra. Gandhi said 
India welcomed the visit of the Soviet President and reminded the audience that 
the Soviet Union had always stood by this country at times of difficulties. 


“But that does not mean that we will say yee to everything he says," she added, 
"We will have to decide." 


She said that tension and conflicts were growing in the region with the increase 
in the big-power presence. Some attempts were being made to destabilise govern- 
ments which were working for complete independence. 


Economic factors, she added, were at the root of these conflicts and India was 
pursuing a path of self-reliance to strengthen its independence. 


Mrs. Gandhi said that because of this reason India was being accused of being 
“isolationist.” This was not true, but there was nothing wrong in being isola- 
tionist. "We have to decide for ourselves which policy suits our interests. If 
it serves us to stay in isolation for some time, what is wrong in it? We must 
see that we are going in the right direction." 


India, she added, did not want to give leadership to anyone in the international 
sphere but wanted to work in partnership with countries willing to co-operate 
with it. 


Charge Refuted 


Turning to domestic affairs, Mrs Gandhi refuted the charge that her government 
was non-performing and the ministers were inexperienced. "We have a number of 
chief ministers who have a good record in office. Some new persons have of course 
been taken, but no government can go ahead without new persons." 


She claimed that in its ten months in office, her government had been able to 
arrest the drift. There was no drift now and also there was no complacency. The 
government was aware of the anxiety among the people over the rising prices. 


Mrs. Gandhi said that a lot of propaganda was being made that the government was 
not sympathetic towards the farmers. This was not correct because farmers had 
been meeting her and they had told her that they were satisfied. 


This was because the government was pursuing a correct policy. Conditions were 
being created in which the farmers could produce more. The Indian farmer was not 
conservative. He could accept new things. 


She said that it had to be recognised that there were limitations to giving more 

to the farmers. If some restraint was not observed, the whole economy would 
collapse. Everything was interconnected--the prices of farm products and industrial 
goods. They could not be separated. 


She said that there was an epidemic of agitations to disrupt the life of the 
nation. “How can we help you in these condition?" 


Mrs. Gandhi pleaded with the opposition parties to take a “national perspective". 
They should try to look at the problems from a wider perspective. 
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Referring to the communcal situation, Mra, Gandhi said that every effort should 


be made to remove suspicion from the minds of the minorities, It was only then 
that harmony would be restored, 


Saying that there was need to adopt a modern outlook, Mra. Gandhi said: "Since 
I have been going to some temples, some people have been saying I am an obscur- 
antist, 1 am not an obscurantist, We have always to see that something goes 


forward, We must not be bogged down in tradition, but we must also take care that 
we are not cut off from our roots," 


She said the country's survival depended on attaining self-reliance and for 
achieving this there should not be hesitation to bring in modern technology from 
outside, There was a wrong idea that modern technology would lead to unemploy- 
ment, It was only high technology which could lay the foundation for future 


employment. “There can only be a temporary dislocation, but we have to take a 
long-term view." 


She referred to the experience of China which had tried to develop herself on 
her own for about two decades, Ultimately, it had to go to the West for tech- 
nology. "I don't blame China. Every system has its difficulties." There were 


now two systems in the world--the capitalist and the socialist systems, but none 
of them was working well. 


India, she thought, had to chart out its own path, as either of the two systems 
might not be suitable to it.

UTTAR PRADESH CABINET EXPANDED TO 34 MEMBERS 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA ‘in English 5 Dec 80 p 1 


[Text] Lucknow, December 4: 


Fourteen members were added to the Vishwanath Pratap Singh ministry today, raising 
its strength to 34, 


At a simple ceremony at Raj Bahvan this evening, the governor, Mr. C. P. N. Singh, 
administered the oaths of office and secrecy to eight ministers of state and six 
deputy ministers. With the inclusion of the deputy ministers, the state now has 
a three-tier ministry. 


Meanwhile, Mrs. Swarup Kumar Baxi, minister of state for education, and Mr. Bhanu 
Pratap Singh, minister of state for sugarcane, have been promoted to cabinet rank. 


The ministry now has 15 cabinet ministers, 13 ministers of state and six deputy 
ministers. 


Mr. Nirmal Kumar Khatri, who has been appointed deputy minister, could not be 
sworn in as he was out of the city. 


The new ministers of state are Mr. Kashinath Mishre, Mr. Sachidananda Bajpai, 
Mr. Rajendra Tripathi, Mr. Shivanath Singh Kushwaya, Mr. Ram Ratan Singh, 
Mr. Dayal Krishna, Mr. Gulab Singh and Mr. Shivraj Singh. 


The deputy ministers are Mr. Javed Ali Khan, Mr. Zafar Ali Naqvi, Mr. Sarjoo 
Prasad Saroj, Mr. Sitaram Nishad, Mr. Sunil Shastri and Mr. Jairam Gautan. 


The chief minister, who returned from New Delhi after consultations with the party 
chief, Mrs. Indira Gandhi, finalised the list of new ministers this morning. 


According to observers, the list of new entrants into the ministry indicates a 
move by the chief minister to consolidate his position in the Congress (I) 
legislature party and to win over dissidents. 


Mr. Kashinath Mishra, a former student leader from eastern U.P. and a former 
Lohia socialist, has been a “vocal member of the Bidhan Sabha. He was considered 
close to Mr. Kalpanath Rai, general secretary of the AICC (1), a known detractor 
of Mr. V. P. Singh. In Mr. Mishra, who has been appointed a minister of state, 
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the chief minister now has an articulate defender on the floor of the assembly 
and a supporter ineide the CLP (I). 


Similarly, the inclusion of two more Brahmins, Mc. Rajendra Tripathi and Mr. 
Sachidananda Bajpai, in the ministry, is expected to help the chief minister gain 
greater support in the so-called "Brahmin lobby." 


He has also included two Muslims, Mr, Zafar Ali Naqvi and Mr. Javed Ali Khan, a 


former Youth Congress (1) leader from Lakhimpur Kheri. This is seen as an 
attempt at placating the "Muslim lobby" in the context of the Moradabad riots.

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PARTY LEADERSHIP CHIDES WEST BENGAL CPI(M)

Three Politburo members headed by party general secretary E M S Namboodiripad have 
reportedly criticized the Weet Bengal leadership of the CPI-M for ite limited 
vision. Mr Namboodiripad along with Mr BT Ranadive and Mr Basavapunniah held 
wide-ranging discussione on 6 and 7 December with the State unit in respect of 
ideological and organisational questions. 


Ideologically, the Central leadership impressed upon the Bengal party the point 
the task of building up the Left-Democratic understanding hae not been carried 
out properly eo far in the State. The State unit, they held, tend to get pre- 
occupied with West Bengal alone, more often than not, leaving out of account the 
national scene. [as published) But even the political co-relation of forces 

in the State and the party-led Government, they stressed, could hardly continue 
to ignore the overall situation in the country and the emergence of authoritarian 
and obecurantiset trends. In order to do that successfully, the Central leaders, 
along with Jyoti Basu and Samar Mukherjee, aaintained, the Left-Democratic base 
in general and CPI-M's own influence in particular, have to be widened. 


In this context it was found out that the Salkia plenum's aims to expand the 
party's influence in the non-traditional areas and forge friendly relations with 
the democratic elements, have largely remained unattained. Partly this failure 
wae traced to the Bengal unit's narrow vision in respect of the Left-Democratic 
concept, largely conditioned by the specific situation in the State. 


The Central leadership was wholly for strengthening the State's Left Front, but 
simultaneously they laid stress on two equally important aspects involved in 
measuring the Front's solidity. Firetly, the proportionate growth of the parties 
involved and that of their class organisations like trade union and peasant bodice 
and secondly, widening of the front's relationships with all democratic forces. 


In the background of the etrident demand at the AICC(I) session to get tough with 
the Left-ruled States and even to reimpose emergency, despite Mre Gandhi's 
contrary note, even Mr Promode Dasgupta seems to have appreciated the views of 
the other PB members. After the seetings were over, Mr Dasgupta in briefing the 
press avowed that excepting the communal BJP, the State CPI-M would invite all 
an anti-euthoritarian platfors to defend democracy.

PROBLEMS OF MANIPUR CHIEF MINISTER EXAMINED 
Probleme Under Singh 
Madras THE HINDU in English 5 Dec 80 p 8 


[Text] The foreigner issue was almost settled in Manipur 
when Mr. Dorendra Singh gave up office a few days ago as 
Chief Minister. But the new head of State, Mr. Rishang 
Keishing still has to grapple with the unresolved insurgency. 


Mr. Rishang Keishing has assumed office as Manipur's Chief Minister, at a time 
when none would fancy taking up the post for whenever the law and order situation 
deteriorates the entire blame is placed on the Chief Minister. 


On instructions from the Union Minister, Mr. Zail Singh, the former Chief Minis- 
ter, Mr. Dorendra Singh had to declare Manipur disturbed. Despite amnesty offers 
with rosy pictures of rehabilitation and stepping up of counter-ineurgency opera- 
tions, the legacy left by Mr. Dorendra Singh is formidable. 


It is difficult to predict who will be the winner of the tug of war between the 
Army and the insurgents. Almost everyday the Army either kills or arrests insur- 
gents while at the same time underground activities are only increasing. 


No Novice in Politics 


Mr. Keishing is no novice and has been in politics for over 35 years He was 
elected twice as Member of Parliament. Since 1972, he has been associated with 
State politics. He has held important portfolios in successive ministries. During 
the Janata regime he was the Opposition leader. 


Mr. Keishing and Mr. Dorendra Singh were responsible for toppling the Janata Min- 
istry by exposing its acts of omission and commission. In the last general elec- 
tion, Mr. Keishing was returned on the Congress ticket and has been Deputy Chief 
Minister. He is popular among the masses as a teacher. He established several 
schools in his backward tribal area and did teaching work without remuneration. 
He is a teetotaller. 


Charges have been made that Mr. Keishing is communal and that under his rule, non- 
tribals will suffer. In his first press conference after assuming office, he 
challenged his political adversaries to cite a single instance during his politi- 
cal career to support such a charge. 











Initially there were three contenders for the chief ministership., The two others 
were Mr, Yaim Singh, Speaker, and Mr, Ngurdinglien, Agriculture Minister, However, 
Mr, Keishing was the consensus candidate and Mra, Gandhi endorsed hie choice, 


No Policy Change 


both Mr, Dorendra Singh and Mr. Keishing have said that there ia no change in the 
policy and programme of the Coalition Minietry. No new face or reshuffle of the 
Cabinet is expected, 


Mr. Keishing can be confident of a stable ministry as the hopelessly disorganised 
opposition will not be able to rock the boat. However, he will have to work 
overtime to contain underground activities, At the same time he has to see to it 
that the security forces do not commit excesses in the name of maintaining law and 
order, 


It ie fele that if insurgency cannot be contained in the near future, President's 
rule may be imposed to give the Army a free hand ase in Nagaland and Mizoram to 
extirpate insurgency effectively and quickly. 


Mr. Dorendra Singh's decision to resign as Chief Minister to take up a new assign- 
ment as Ambassador in Norway was kept a closely guarded secret. His family mem- 
bers, close associates and the Secretariat had no inkling of his decision. Just 
a few days ago, Mr. Dorendra Singh had said in a radio interview: "I will have 
to go to Norway or somewhere elee if I can be of better service to my country". 
But observers had felt that he would not go to Norway, a politically unimportant 
country be giving up the chief ministership since he enjoyed a comfortable major- 
ity. [as published) Besides he came into limelight following his involvement in 
the Assam tangle. 


From the moment Mr. Dorendra Singh was sworn in Chief Minister of the coalition 
Ministry, he had been facing difficulties from all directions. The most challeng- 
ing was the burgeoning insurgency which completely paralysed the normal administra- 
tion. 


As Chief Minister in 1974 also, he faced the underground movement, under Mr. 
O. Sudhir Singh, leader of the Revolutionary Government of Manipur when Bangladesh 
hounded out the underground elements. 


The undergrounds readily accepted the amnesty offer by Mr. Dorendra Singh. One 

of the leaders who surrendered and availed himself of the rehabilitation programmes 
was Mr. Bisheswar Singh who later went to China. He came back to India to form 
the People's Liberation Army during the Janata regime. 


PLA made its presence felt towards the end of 1978 and struck terror throughout 
1979. When Mr. Dorendra Singh was swornin in January this year, he announced an 
amnesty offer promising adequate rehabilitation to those who joined the national 
mainstream. [as published) 


But by now the undergrounds had cemented their hold on the masses. None of the 
members of PLA and the People's Revolutionary Party of Kungleipak (P-REPAK) 














surrendered, Some members of the Meitei State committee, the first underground 
organisation in Manipur, surrendered to the Chief Minister. As promised, they 
were immediately absorbed in the BSF. 


Some months later, Mr. R. K,. Tulachandra, PREPAK leader and Miss Sushila Devi, 
“charge d'affaires" were arrested from an underground hideout. Apparently under 
duress, Mr. Tulachandra made an appeal to his comrades to eschew violence. The 
followers of Mr. Maipak Sharma (Mr. Sharma has surrendered to the CRPF at Shillong, 
according to latest reports) branded him a counter-revolutionary. Eventually, he 
was expelled from the party. 





A factional war followed in which R. K. Chitrasen, younger brother of Mr. 
Tulachandra, was killed by the Maipak group. Later, Leishabi Singh, commander- 
in=-chief of PREPAK, was shot dead near Kohima, Nagaland by the Armed Nagaland 
police on July 23. Recently, Mr. Krishna Chandra, "Finance Minister" of PREPAK 
was nabbed from his residence. 


Despite its encounters with the Army and other security forces, PLA seems to remain 
unscathed. In a recent press handout, it said that as it enjoyed support from 

the people, the Army could not make any dent on PLA. After the Army crackdown, 

the suicide squad of PLA has started killing persons said to be counter- 
revolutionaries. 





Apart from insurgency, Manipur reeled under the anti-foreigner agitation. The 
matric examination was postponed after two examinees had been shot dead. All 
government offices were forcibly closed by the students. 


Mediatory Role 


Mr. Dorendra Singh, who is suffering from hypertension, thought several times of 
quitting office as he found the burden unbearable. 


At this juncture, Mrs. Gandhi asked him to use his good offices to bring the Assam 
students to the negotiating table for talks with the Central leaders. After the 
two rounds of Delhi talks, when the Shillong meet was arranged, it became clear 

to Mr. Dorendra Singh that some bureaucrats were trying to ease him out of the 
Assam scene. He was not invited to the Shillong talks despite the repeated 
demands of the students that he should be present. 


Nothing came out of the Shillong talks. Slowly but steadily, he extricated him- 
self from the Assam quagmire. But he was summoned to New Delhi the moment some 
hitch developed on the basic issues. He made it clear to the Central leaders 
that he could not attend the talks as Manipur itself was in turmoil over the 
foreigner issue. 


While he was hopping from Assam to New Delhi, the Manipur students accused him 
of neglecting the same issue in his home State in order to earn cheap popularity. 


Manipur Accord 


Mr. Singh signed an accord with the Manipur students according to which the Dis- 
trict Commissioners would begin the process of detection of foreigners with 1951 
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as the base year, It was also agreed that the students could supervise the iden- 
tification process, New Delhi seems to have no answer to the question how Manipur 
is going ahead with detection of foreigners with 1951 as the base year while the 
same has been denied to the Assam students, 


Mr. Zail Singh tried to explain it away by saying that the identification in 
Manipur was being done without the knowledge and consent of New Delhi. 


Over 29,000 foreigners appear to have been identified all over the State. Some 

of them have been deported to Nepal and Bhutan. However, indications are that it 
has opened the Pandora's box. The Assam students have decided to stick to their 
point. If Manipur can be conceded the demand, there is no reason why Assam should 
be denied the same, they argue. 


Mr. Dorendra Singh has contained the armed rebellion to a considerable extent. 
He has almost solved the foreigner issue. His Ministry has done well in other 
spheres also. Yet how is it he has been removed from State politics at this 
critical hour? 


Reports are that New Delhi has collected enough incriminating material to show 

that Mr. Dorendra Singh really had some connections with underground organisations. 
In the recent past, the Army has been arresting undergrounds with valuable docu- 
ments. Several national dailies had published reports that many Manipur politi- 
cians and VIPs had helped the undergrounds with money. Two IAS officers were 
arrested recently in this connection. 


Despite this serious charge, Mrs. Indira Gandhi could not just ask him to step 
down. During the Janata regime, both of them had to suffer hardship before the 
Manipur Emergency Excesses Authority. Besides, Mr. Dorendra Singh stood by her 
while she was out of power. It was in consideration of their past relationship 
that the Prime Minister has asked him to go to Norway as envoy. 


Poster Campaign 


Handbills and leaflets have appeared saying that liberation is not far off. Walls 
are daubed with slogans like "Indian Army should surrender to PLA". 


On the other hand, the State Government has started issuing posters and handbills 
challenging PLA to come out and face the people if they have any conviction in 
their ideology. Although it has been proclaimed that change of leadership does 
not necessarily mean that the policiesand progrmmes of the coalition ministry will 
be changed, intensification of counter-insurgency activities has been observed 
since Mr. Keishing took office. 


Army officials are inclined to believe that sophisticated arms had been smuggled 
out of Burmese jungles where PLA and Naga rebels under the leadership of Mr. 
Tangkhul Muviah are camping. The PLA suicide squad is retaining small arms to 
kill counter-revolutionaries supporting the Army and police. 


Although about 100 youths belonging to several underground organisations have sur- 
rendered, any large scale exodus as had happened in Nagaland is not in sight. 
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Meanwhile the Army officers are reported to have urged the Centre to give them a 
free hand to flush out the insurgents because they ave concerned over their 
increasing alienation from the general public. 


Growth of Insurgency

[Text] Parts of North-East Manipur for instance look like Nagaland and Mizoram as 
they were a decade ago, when insurgency had gained considerable inroads. While 

the Indian Army has rounded up significant elements of the Peoples' Liberation Party, 
including its vice-president, Ranjit Singh, military solutions alone cannot be 
expected to lead to a general improvement in the political climate. Defence 
authorities believe that action on the psychological, political and economic levels 
are as important as administrative action to maintain law and order. 


The number of hard-core PLA elements was estimated at around 40 only. But these 
men, who had access to weapons and ammunition from the former Mukti Bahini ele- 
ments in Bangladesh, had imparted training to at least 400 others. Many of the 
latter are on the run at present. 


Defence authorities, however, do not think that the situation in Manipur has 
stabilised. According to them, stock-taking might be possible only in the middle 
of January. For the moment, the Army would continue its operations, so far con- 
ducted with great tact, without alienating the local citizens. Incidents, it was 
expected, would continue for some more time. 


They pointed out that the seven north-eastern States shared a border over 4,800 km 
long with other countries like Bhutan, China, Burma and Bangladesh and only 110 km 
with India. Hence their feeling of isolation was as natural as it seemed to be 
complete. Communication with the rest of the country was hardly effective. It 
was a comprehensive policy that had led to the relative peace in Nagaland and 
Mizoran. 


On the whole, the Burmese authorities cooperated with the Government of India, in 
keeping down the movement of hostile activists. But the Burmese themselves were 
under pressure from the insurgents. They met the Indian authorities from time to 
time to discuss the situation. 


The psychological nature of theproblem was underscored by the defence authorities 
by pointing out that the standards of living in the north-eastern States was on 
whole higher and better than those prevailing in areas like Himachal Pradesh. 

It was not a question of financial neglect, as one of battling for the hearts and 
minds of the local people, they believed.

EASTERN NAVAL COMMAND DESCRIBED

[Text] Visakhapatnam. 


“Navy Week" is being celebrated from December 1 to project the importance of the 
Navy. As ususl, route marches, Navy Mela and Helicopter displays are being 
organised in Visakhapatnam as well as in the other bases of the eastern region, 
namely, Calcutta, Madras and Port Blair. 


The eastern fleet was born two months before the 14-day Indo-Pakistan conflict in 
1971, during which it went through its baptiem in fire at Coxi s Bazaar, Chitagong, 
Khulna and other ports of what was once East Pakistan. December 4, is observed 

as Navy Day, because it was on this day in 1971 that the Indian Navy crowned itself 
with victory over Pakistan. The Navy continues to wear its laurels well. 


The Eastern Naval Command has the responsibility of watching over a stretch of 
over 3,000 km. of the country's coastline. 


With several naval establishments, dockyard facilities and ships at Visakhapatnam 
and other ports on the east coast and the Bay islands, its area of responsibility 
extends south of Sri Lanka into the Indian Ocean and the expanse of the Bay of 
Bengal up to the Malacca Strait. 


Despite the formation of the Coast Guard which is still in its infancy, the 
responsibility of rendering assistance to vessels and craft in distress in this 
vast area is also one of the main tasks of the eastern fleet. 


The major establishments in Visakhapatnam under the administrative control of the 
Eastern Naval Command are INS Circers, which provides base support facilities to 
ships and personnel, INS Virbahu which is responsible for all submarine training 
and exercises, INS Satavahana which trains sailors serving in submarines and anti- 
submarine vessels and INHS, Kalyani, the naval hospital. 


There are three naval officers in charge at Calcutta, Visakhapatnam and Madras, 
who head the establishments of INS Netaji Subhas, INS Circars and INS Adyar, 
respectively. 


A fortress commander is stationed at Port Blair for the administrative control of 
the naval establishments, INS Jarawa and INS Kardip and the naval hospital INHS 
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Dhanvantarit and the operational control of all Army, Navy and Air Force units 
stationed in the islands. 


To improve the shore support and training facilities, the Naval dockyard proj~ 
ect tneluding a dry dock, the largest in Southeast Asia, has been started at 
Visakhapatnam. A new basic training establishment, INS Chilka, has been com- 
wissioned at Chilka in Orissa recently. It is equipped with all modern facili- 
ties for theoretical and professional training of recruits to all branches. 


Expansion of facilities at Calcutta, Paradeep and Madras is under contemplation, 
to improve the flexibility of operation.

PLANNING MINISTER SPEAKS ON SIXTH PLAN PROVISIONS 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 8 Dec 80 p 9 


[Text] New Delhi, Dec. 7.--The Sixth Plan envisages an aggregate investment of 
Rs 1,56,000 crores in the economy in the five years between 1980-1985, Mr 
N. D. Tiwari, Planning Minister, told the AICC(I) session here today. 


He said the plan was currently under formulation and wanted "advice and guidance" 
from the members present. 


At this level of investment, he expected the domestic savings to go up from 22.8% 
in 1779-80 to 25% in 1984-85, implying a marginal saving rate of 31%. [as pub- 
lished] 


The public sector plan outlay, he said, was placed at Rs 90,000 crores. To 
finance this outlay without generating uncontrollable inflationary pressures on 
the economy, it would be necessary for the Central and State Governments and 
their enterprises to undertake additional resources mobilization of Rs 19,000 
crores. The Central Government and its enterprises will have to mobilize addi- 
tional resources of Rs 13,000 crores while the State Governments and their enter- 
prises will have to mobilize the balance of Rs 6,000 crores. 





Since taxation as a percentage of the national income already stands at 20%, it 
may not be possible to raise more than Rs 7,500 crores by way of additional 
taxation, Mr Tiwari said. The balance of the additional resources will have, 
therefore, to be raised mainly through a reduction in subsidies, higher financial 
returns from public enterprises and other non-tax measures. 


He said it would be necessary to bring about a significant reduction in the amount 
of subsidies from the level contained in the 1980-81 Budgets. In the case of 
public enterprises, it would be necessary to improve management and operational 
efficiency, besides adopting appropriate pricing policies. Major Central public 
enterprises, including the Railways, steel and coal, will have to generate much 
larger internal resources than they have done in the past. In the States, deter- 
mined efforts will have to be made to improve the financial returns from irrigation, 
State electricity boards and road transport corporations. 


The magnitude of additional resource mobilization in nominal terms may have to 
be higher if prices continue to rise, leading thereby to a rise in project costs. 
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Finally, he said, it would be necessary to take note of the international develop- 
ments and the emerging balance of payments situation. To deal effectively with 
the situation it will be necessary, on the one hand, to reduce dependence on © »iyy 
imports in general and on imports of crude oil and petroleum in particular and, e 
on the other, to pursue a vigorous export promotion policy. The export policy . 
should aim at securing a volume growth rate of about 10% a year.

in the Hindi heartland, especially Uttar Pradesh, and a systematic drive to edu- 
cate the rank and file in principles of Marxiem and Leniniem as applicable to 
»olitics and organisation. 


The experience of the last two years seems to have convinced the leadership that 
che party has not been able to make any fresh headway at all in Uttar Pradesh. 

Moreover implementation of the Salkia plenum decisions in more important states 
like West Bengal and Kerala, which account for about 80% of the CPM in organisa- 
fonal terms, has not been quite satisfactory, even though it is acknowledged 

that the party had to face up too many changes in the overall political context in 
the country, including two general elections. [as published]

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COMMISSION APPROVES MAHARASHTRA PLAN OUTLAY 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 13 Dec 60 pp 1, 9 
{Text} Wew Delhi, December 12. 


The planning commission today approved an outlay of Re. 6,175 crores for 
Maharashtra for the sixth plan beginning 1981. The outlay on the 1961-82 annual 
plan ie Re. 1,080 crores. 


Present at the discussions held today at Yojana Bhavan were Mr. A. R. Antulay 
and hie cabinet colleagues, Mr. Ramrao Adik, Mr. N. M. Tidke and Mr. &. N. Desai 
and from the planning commission were Dr. M. S&S. Swaminathan, Mr. Mohammed Fazal 
and Mr. Manmohan Singh. The planning minister, Mr. N. D. Tewari, presided. 


Sixty per cent of the plan outlay is for the development of agriculture and allied 
sectors and irrigation and power. The commission agreed to Mr. Antulay's pro- 
posals for setting up a comprehensive university with medical and engineering 
colleges and polytechnics in the backward Konkan area from which he hails. The 
outlay for a medical college in the Konkan is Re. 5 crores. 


As a result of the plan investment, production in various sectors is expected to 
increase. The projected increase in foodgrain production is from 103.12 lakh 
tonnes to Re. 125 lakhe, in cotton from 17 lakh to 20 lakh bales, in oilseeds 

from 8.58 to 11.60 lakh tonnes, and in sugarcane from 198.15 to 260.44 lakh tonnes. 


Irrigation Potential 


The irrigation potential is to be raised from 9.8 to 15.3 lakh hectares. In the 
power sector, the installed capacity is to be increased from 3,857 to 6,648 Mw. 
Of Maharashtra's 35,778 villages ae quch as 71 percent or 25,459 are already 
electrified and the rest are to be completed by the end of the sixth plan. 


The number of pumpeets is to be raised from 5.98 lakhs to 8.48 lakhs. In the 
field of transport al) villages with a population of 1,000 and above are to be 
linked by roads. There are 6,181 villages with a population of over 1,500 and 
5,143 with a population of 1,500. An additional 10,620 buses are to be acquired 
for road transport. All “problem” villages are to be provided with drinking water 
by the end of the plan period. 


Reviewing the state plans, Mr. Tewari commended the employment guarantee scheme, 
which had benefited villagers. He suggested that, to assist the educated 
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unemployed, the etate could set up new unite or expand exieting ones, especially 
in backward areas. The state could aleo consider the feasibility of setting up 
"van vigyan kendras" for the Konkan and other backward areas. 


The planning minister urged the speeding up of the Bombay water supply project and 
the Maharashtra water supply project. He aleo desired that the irrigation poten- 
tial be created and the command area development projects accelerated, 


Mr. Tewari aleo advised intensification of efforts to mobilise resources through 
economy measures and the plugging of leakages in some areas. 


The chief minister suggested extension of the railway lines from Konkan to 
Ratnagiri, expansion of inland water transport and priority in the supply of 
offshore and onshore gas from Bombay High to industries in these backward regions 
of the state. 


According to Mr. Antulay, two dame could be built, one in the upper reaches in 
the Sahyadris for power generation and another in the plains for irrigation. 
This would put to good use the large volume of water flowing waste into the 
Arabian Sea. His estimate was that it would cost nearly Re. 200 crores to 
utilise the rain water in this region for productive purposes. 
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TRIPURA POLITICIANS SAID EXPLOITING TENSION

(Text) Agartala, Dec. 10.--Even eix monthe after the June massacre in which, 
according to official figures, 1,200 people were killed an uneasy calm prevails 
in Tripura. The causes of the flare-up etill exist and are getting more numerous 
and acute. 


The three major parties in the State--the CPI(M), Congress (1) and the Tripura 
Upajata Juba Samiti--instead of removing the sources of tension existing between 
the Bengalees and tribale are trying their best to exploit them to their political 
advantage. Party leaders, through their speeches and actions, are not only main- 
taining the ethnic division, but aleo encouraging the hostile postures of both 
the communities which are now building up their own private arsenale lest they 
should be caught unawares again. 


The hard-core extremist section of the TUJS, which has been on the run since the 
massacre, has divided itself into small groups and in the last few months has 
amply demonstrated its ineurgency capability and potential. It has attacked two 
police camps and looted arms and ammunition, committed more than 30 dacoities to 
replenish its funds and essential supplies and killed and terrorized non-tribale 
to inetill fear in their mind regarding ite strength. The CPI(M) has been the 
main target of attack and four of its gaon pradhans and an MLA have been killed. 
Hundreds of tribal youths, who are still in jungles evading arrests, are swelling 
the ranks of the extremists about 100 of whom are in Bangladesh. The situation 
in the State, according to observers here, is grave and is again reaching a flash- 
point. 


Although Mr Nripen Chakraborty, the Tripura Chief Minister, has said that the 
creation of a tribal autonomous district with a council is the only way to defuse 
tension and that the Centre should help the State Government in doing this, 
neither he nor the Congress (1) has the political will to do so. Besides, this 
is hardly the time to do it. Even now over 15,000 people, mostly Bengalees, are 
living in camps and places like Mandhai and Borakha are deserted. 


The State administration, specially the police set-up, is in a shambles. Its 
virtual non-performance and failure to protect life and property during the June 
riots have rudely shaken people's confidence in the force. Trade unioniem has 
also divided the force into two factions--one owing allegiance to the CPI(M) 
and the other to the Congress (I). The CPI(M) section of the force swears by 





the Left Front Government's policies and programmes and gives red salute to Mr 
Chakraborty publicly, while the Congress (1) section which has a larger following 
does everything possible to erode the Chief Minister's authority. 


Ae @ result, discipline and morale in the force are virtually non-exietent. The 
Chief Minieter hae little confidence in the force because even now he hae to 
depend heavily on the BSF, CRP, the Assam Rifles and the Rajasthan Armed Con- 
atabulary for internal security. The State Secretariat and the dietrict adminia- 
tration are the tribal support for the CPI(M) in the control of the CPI(M)- 
supported Coordination Committee of State Government Baployees who not only change 
or tear up orders of departmental secretaries at their will but aleo pressurize 
the Chief Minieter to withdraw hie own orders. 


However, it will be the outcome of the political battle between the CPI(M) and 

the joint front of the TUJS and the Congress (1) which will decide the future 
course of political events in the State. The CPI(M) is doing ite beat to divide 
the TUJS. Though the Chief Minieter is trying to come to a political under~ 
atanding with the arrested extremist TUJS leader Vijay Hrankhal, who has reportedly 
confessed to TUJS' involvement in the massacare and may turn approver when the 
tribunal starts ite hearing later this sonth, he has taken the rigid stand of not 
having any talke with what ie called the democratic section of the TUJS led by 

Mr Shyamea Charan Tripura and the party MLAs. [as published) 


The CPI(M)'s strategy is that if Mr Hrankhal with whom Mr Chakroborty is on good 
terms can be won over, the young extremist leader might be able to neutralize the 
militant youths and thus weaken the TUJS. The Marxists are more afraid of the 
democratic section than the extremists because the former has been able to sway 

the sentiment of the tribale with issues which vitally concern them. Although 

the CPI(M) is committed to safeguarding the tribal rights and preserving ite 
identity, it was the democratic leaders of the TUJS who were the first to articulate 
clearly and forcefully the tribal demands including the creation of an autonomous 
district council. 





Since the riote in June, there has been considerable erosion in the tribal support 
for the CPI(M) and the TUJS has been able to further enlarge ite tribal base. 

The TUJS has organized social boycott of tribal CPI(M) leaders to protest against 
“maximum victimization” of tribals after the masscare. [as published) Many of 
the CPI(M) gaon pradhans, as in Amarpur, have not yet been able to return to 
their respective areas. It was because of the pressure from the tribal leaders 
in the party, some of whom have openly blamed Bengalees for the riote, that the 
Chief Minister was forced to release more than 1,000 prisoners, mostly tribals 
from jails. 





To keep its tribal base in tact the party is now trying to save even those whose 
involvement in the massacre of Bengalees are well known. [as published) Mr 
Shyama Charan Tripura alleged that while cases against prominent CPI(M) activists 
involved in the riots had been dropped Mr Chakraborty was choosing leaders for 
being tried by the tribunal. “The objective of the tribunal is to crush our 
party politically and to enable the CPI(M) to expand its base among the tribals. 
The CPI(M) is eager to settle the fact as to who leads the tribale--they or us," 
Mr Tripura added. 
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An interesting development in Tripura in recent weeks has been the forging of an 
undeclared joint front of the Congress (I) and the TUJS againet the CPI(M) which 
ie considered their common enemy. Although the Congress (1) has never supported 
the demand of an autonomous district council became the intereste of ite 
Bengelee refugee supportere would be seriously affected and has nothing in common 
with the TUJS, it thinke that it can create problems for the CPI(M) by paying lip 
service to some of the tribal demands and aspirations. [as published) The party 
continues to be in a moribund state and the appointment of a new ad hoc committee 
hae made mattere worse for the party. 


The ad hoc committee is “not acceptable" to the senior leaders of the party 
like Mr Sukhamoy Sengupta, a former Chief Minister. Even ordinary supporters 
openly eay that it consists of defectors with proven bad record.

MINORITIES PANEL TOLD CHRISTIANS' GRIEVANCES 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 5 Dec 80 p 5 


[Text] New Delhi, December 4: Representatives of the Catholic Bishops Con- 
ference of India, the Young Men's Christian Association and the All-India Christian 
Forum, yesterday, presented memoranda highlighting the grievances of Christians to 
the chairman of the high-power panel on minorities, scheduled castes, scheduled 
tribes and other weaker selections, to the minister of home affairs, Dr. Gopal 


Singh. 


The leaders included Megr, Freustac d'Lima, deputy secretary~-general of the CBCI, 
Dr. V. S. Lall, director of the National Council of the YMCA, Dr. M. Moses, M.P., 
Prof. Alexander Warjiri, M.P., Mr. I. F. Franklin, general secretary of the AICF, 
and Mr. K. C. Sebastian, M.P., according to an official press release. 


In their discussions with the chairman of the high-power panel, the Christian 
representatives pointed out that concessions for scheduled castes and scheduled 
tribes were not made available to Christians converted from these sections. In 
Kerala, the state government was not allowing Christians to open private schools 
and colleges, although the government could hardly cater to the educational needs 
of 50 per cent of the student community. 


‘Poor Representation' 


Although the representation of Christians was adequate in the armed forces and 
legislatures, it was very low in departments like the railways, Posts and Tele- 
graphe, banks and public-sector undertakings. 


The Christian representatives also pointed out that while certain tribes were 
recognised as scheduled tribes in one state, they were not recognised as such if 
they moved to another and were, thus, denied the concessions guaranteed to them 
by the Constitution. 


Also, while government funds were given to private social organisations for 
development work, these were not extended to Christian agencies. 


The representatives also gave specific examples of harassment by several state 
governments of schools, hospitals and welfare projects run by Christians on vari- 
ous pretexts. One major grievance was that even Indian Christian missionaries 
were not allowed to conduct services in Arunachal Pradesh, which was very humili- 
ating to an Indian national, as this was against the Constitution. 








They wanted representatives of the minorities to be nominated on all the service 
selection boards, public-sector corporations and banke.

FAMINE 'AT DANGER POINT' IN ANDHRA PRADESH 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 8 Dec 80 p 11 


[Text] New Delhi, Dec. 7.--Mr C. Rajeshwara Rao, CPI general secretary, has sub- 
mitted a report to Mrs Gandhi on famine in the Rayalaseema and Telengana regions 
of Andhra Pradesh. 


In a letter to the Prime Minister, Mr Rao has said: “The situation has already 
reached danger point. It is no exaggeration to say that if effective steps are 
not taken immediately, a calamity comprarable to the 1943 Bengal famine will take 
place in Andhra Pradesh". 


Mr Rao has said that he is submitting the report after his tour to the affected 
areas of the districts of Nalgonda, Mahboobnagar, Kurnool, Anantpur, Chitoor and 
Cuddapah between November 21 and 29, along with his party colleagues. 


The situation is much more serious than one thinks it to be. The irrigation tanks 
and wells are dried up completely. The crops have completely failed except in 

the areas which are irrigated by the canals of the rivers Krishna and Tungabhadra. 
The greenary in a few areas of black cotton soil which received rain in the recent 
cyclone, will, however, yield no crop. This has only eased food problem in the 
areas to a certain extent. 


In Nalgonda and Mahboobnagar districts even the hardy castor crop has dried up 

as there was no rain. In Cuddapah and Anantpur districts, orange and grape gar- 
dens have been destroyed. Among the big tanks the Bukkapatnam tank in Anantpur 
district, which irrigates 5,000 acres and the Elagonda tank in Mahboobnagar dis- 
trict which irrigates 1,150 acres have not a drop of water. Under Dindi reservoir 
in Nalgonda district, only 3,000 of 15,000 acres could be irrigated this year. 


Of 70,000 wells in Anantpur district, 50,000 have completely dried up. The same 
is the case with other famine affected districts. Though the peasants have 
removed the electric pump sets from the wells and have brought them to their 
houses, the electricity department is forcibly collecting Rs 15 every month as 
fixed charge for five horse power sets. 


The report reveals the horrible state of the cattle wealth. Cattle, including 
bullocks, are being sold at a throwway price for lack of fodder. [as published] 
Some are let off so that they can fend for themselves and they are dying. Butchers 
while taking away cattle from the farmers are cutting off the animale legs to 
provide space for more cattle in the lorry. 
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Peasante are leaving for big cities in other States in search of work. In some 
villages even the well-to-do peasants are also leaving their homes in search of 
work and some are working as labourers in towns. 


Mr Rao has appealed to the Prime Minister to take immediate steps to tackle the 
famine in the two regicns. Mr Rao fears that “people will fall dead like dried 
leaves and the remaining cattle will be lost, causing untold calamity to Andhra 
Pradesh". 


It is unfortunate that the Central and State Governments have "grossly under- 
estimated” the seriousness of the famine in Andhra Pradesh. They fight shy of 
calling it a famine. They call it drought and announced a paltry sum of Re 7.5 
crores to meet the situation, which is a drop in the ocean, Mr Rao said.

BIHAR CPI(M) ISSUES PRESS NOTE ON URDU

[Text] Patna, Dec 1l--The Bihar State CP-M committee secretariat has expressed 
“regret and profound concern" over the ‘hue and cry' raised by “certain sectarian 
elements in general and anti-democratic, communal, reactionary and parochial 
elements in particular" on the declaration of Urdu as the second official language 
of the State. 


A press note issued by the party office here says this is an attempt to set one 
section of the people against the other which is frought with great danger to 
disturb the peaceful atmosphere of the State, the CP-M fears. 


The communique further says "it may be noted here that making Urdu as the second 
language of the State was one of the democratic demands of the people since time 
memorial; [as published] As such, wise counsel over the issue, is the need of 
the hour which enables the vast Urdu knowing people, irrespective of caste, creed 
and religion, to have their day-to-day communication with the Government in Urdu 
as is now available to the people to have it either in Hindi or in English". 


The secretariat, under the circumstances, fully disapproved these exercises of 
certain communal, elements in Bihar and demanded that the State Government should 
explain the reason behind its “rational declaration" and remove the loopholes at 
the earliest, if there is any, in the declaration. [as published]

INDIA AIDS MOSCOW IN GAMMA RAY ASTRONOMY 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 10 Dec 80 p 15 


[Text] For a change, the Soviet Union is the receiver and India, the donor. This 
little publicised aspect of Indo-Soviet collaboration in space sciences has now 
come to light with the successful completion of the first phase of an agreement, 

a couple of weeks ago. 


The Indians Space Research Organisation and the INTERCOSMOS of the USSR Academy 
of Sciences signed an agreement in 1976 for a collaborative programme in gamma 
ray astronomy. The main objective of the first phase of the agreement was to 
conduct joint investigations of gamma rays through scientific balloon flights. 


The Russians had to take help because India's balloon technology is well advanced. 
This can be compared to the ISRO utilising the Russian launch vehicles for putting 
its satellites into orbit. 


The national balloon facility of the Tata Institute of Fundamental Research, 
situated at Hyderabad, places India among the world's only four countries with 
advanced balloon technology. 


Soviet Instruments 


The balloon launching station at Hyderabad offers another unique advantage to 
scientists from all over the world. The location is near the geomagnetic equator 
and the atmospheric gamma ray and X-ray background at high altitudes is relatively 
low. This enhances the sensitivity of the experiments. 


In 1977, 1979 and 1980 scientists from Moscow Physical Engineering Institute and 
P. N. Lebedev Physical Institute, Moscow, brought their "Anna-6" and Natalya-1" 
gamma ray telescopes and integrated them with the orientation platforms fabri- 
cated by the TIFR scientists in Bombay. During the three years, nine flights 
were carried out. 


The design of balloons, launching and tracking them and recovery of the payload 
were all the responsibility of the Indian side while the basic telescopes were 
made by the Russians. The telemetry system was also supplied by the TIFR. 


Data analyses were conducted simultaneously at the TIFR and in Moscow. The 
earlier results were reported at the international "committee on space research" 
(COSPAR) proceedings. 
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Future Studies 


The last flight was conducted on November 6 this year when Natalya~-1 (named after 
the daughter of a Soviet scientist) floated for seven hours in space at an alti- 
tude of about 36 km and the volume of the balloon was about 5.5 million cubic 
feet. 


The "Quick Look Data" processing was done with the TIFR computers. Further 
analyses will be carried out both in Bombay and Moscow, Interpretations of the 
latest data will be jointly presented by Indian and Soviet scientists at an 
international conference to be held in Parise in July next year. 


The collaborative programme in gamma ray astronomy may be continued for the future 
satellite-borne studies too. 


The study of gamma ray astronomy offers an entirely new look at our galaxy and 
the universe, The gamma rays--the highest energy electro-magnetic radiation-- 
are an effective "tool" to unravel the mysteries of high energy astrophysics. 


These include the formation of galaxies and interstellar clouds and even the 
fundamental process of creation of elements. 


The principal scientists involved in the Indo-Soviet gamma ray programme, among 
others, are Dr. S&S. V. Damle of the TIFR, Dr. M. Fradkin of P. N. Lebedev Physical 
Institute, Moscow, and Dr. Y. D. Kotov of Moscow Physical Engineering Institute. 


The United States is planning a multi-billion dollar gamma ray observatory pro- 
gramme during the 1980s. 


The national balloon facility at Hyderabad was used by the US scientists in 1961 
and 1965 for cosmic ray studies and they conducted 41 flights. The Japanese also 
used the Indian facility for 13 flights during 1969-74 to conduct X-ray astronomy 
studies. 
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HEAVY ENGINEERING FIRM SECURES SOVIET ORDERS

Export ordere worth Re 7 crores from the Soviet Union were secured by the Heavy 
Engineering Corporation following a visit there by HEC chairman § R Jain. 


Further orders for 15,300 tonnes of HEC equipment worth Re 30 crore are likely 
to follow soon. 


These orders are a sequal to the Soviet pledge to buy from the HEC on a regular 
basis. [as published] 


The Union Government on its part has granted a non-Plan support of Re 6 crore 
eo thac the HEC recovers from its sickness of the past few years, largely 
due to the stalemate in the Indian planning process. 


In the next few months another non-plan grant of an equal amount, if not more, 
is expected from the Union Government. 


Further, Union Industry Ministry and the HEC are jointly making efforts to obtain 
bulk orders from SAIL's Visakhapatnam Steel Project and every indications show 
that SAIL will place orders for machinery etc with HEC, valued at Rs 150 crore 
by 1983-84. [as published] 


From public sector coal industry the HEC has already secured orders for 18 exca- 
vators, 17 overburden drilling rigs and two draglines. These orders are valued 

at Re 40 crore, while further orders are expected from Coal India. Altogether, 

the HEC has orders in hand worth Re 300 crore, out of which Rs 57 crore is from 

the overseas markets. 


At the unit level, Mr Jain's immediate concern is to increase the operational 
efficiency of his enterprise. He is going all out to enlist the cooperation of 
the managers, executives and the work force. Fortunately the power position has 
improved and the plant's captive 3.5 MW generating set, diesel run, is likely 
to be commissioned by March next. 
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GANDHI TOLD COAL OUTPUT TARGET TO BE REACHED 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 13 Dec 80 p 9 
{Text} New Delhi, December 12. 


The chairman of the four public-sector coal companies have assured the Prime 
Minister that they would be able to reach the total targeted coal production of 
113.5 million tonnes for the current year and 124 willion tonnes for next year. 
[ae published) 


The Prime Minister had called a meeting of the chairmen of the four companies as 
well as of Bharat Coking Coal Limited and the Central Mine Planning and Design 
Institute, Ranchi, to inquire about the reasons for stagnation in coal production 
and the steps that should be taken to break it. 


She was informed that there had been stagnation in the eastern coalfields since 
1977 but not in the central and western coalfielde, which had shown substantial 
increases in production. 


There were several reasons for the stagnation in the eastern coalfields. First, 
investment in coalfield development had been considerably reduced owing to slack- 
ness in demand since 1976 and the accumulation of stocks. That was a major cause 
for the setback. The floods of 1978, followed by poor power supply situation, 
were the additional contributory factors. 


The constraints, she was told, had been substantially removed and production had 
started picking up in all these coalfielde. 


The Prime Minister was keen that modernisation plans should be put through 
without interruption so that a constant increase in production could be maintained. 
She also wanted productivity norms to be fixed. 


Labour Co-operation 

On these points, she was informed that ten-year development plans had been pre- 
pared for each mine and each project to be taken up till 1990, detailed plans 
for the first five years and perspective plans for the remaining period. 


As regards modernisation, the chairmen told her that only equipment that were not 
available indigenously or within a particular time-frame would be imported. 
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The chairmen, on their part, wanted that there should not be any interruption in 


the implementation of the development programme, irrespective of whether there 
wae demand or not. 


The Prime Minister was informed that the workers were fully co-operating for ful- 
filling their commitment in achieving the targeted production level. They were 
working on all seven days in the week. 


Ae an additional incentive for increasing production, the chairmen urged the Prime 
Minieter to ensure a remunerative price for coal. At present, the companies are 
losing to the tune of Re. 19 per tonne.

NOVEMBER INCREASES IN POWER GENERATION NOTED 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 8 Dec 80 p 9 


[Text] New Delhi, Dec. 7.--The total power generation in November was 9,801 
million units, an increase of 21% over that of November last year. For the first 
time thermal generation went up by 22% in a month. Another achievement has been 
the generation of 340 million units on November 28--the highest ever recorded on 
a single day, according to a Press Note. Hydro-electric production during the 
month achieved a growth of 20%. 


The increase in generation was the maximum in the southern region at nearly 33%. 
In the northern region it was 20%, in the western 16% and in the eastern 14%. 
The Damodar Valley Corporation generated 660 MW as against 550 MW two months 
earlier. The improved power supply in the eastern region, particularly DVC, is 
reported to have established supply to the steel plants and collieries. This 
is reflected by the 9% increase in coal production and an output of 1.65 lakh 
tons of saleable steel last month by Durgapur, Bokaro and TISCO. 


In order to give a new management bias to the power industry, evolve development 
programmes and introduce modern planning and monitoring concepts, a Central team 
led by the Power Secretary has been visiting different States to give on-the- 
spot guidance to the State Electricity Boards. Assistance is being given in the 
allocation of scarce material like steel and cement. 


Supply of coal of required quality to power houses has gone up from 2,400 wagons 
to nearly 3,300 wagons a day. Efforts are being made in coordination with the 
Railways to step up the supply to the required level of nearly 4,000 wagons a day. 


As a result of these measures, the capacity utilization has risen from nearly 42% 
earlier to nearly 47% at present. Official sources expect this to rise in the 
coming months. 


The Department of Science and Technology has agreed to set up an informal working 
group to review plans and programmes on energy conservation and development of 
alternative sources of energy. 


This emerged at the first national workshop on energy conservation organized by 
the Association of Indian Engineering Industry and the Department of Science and 
Technology. 





The workshop agreed that the creation of awareness through a programme of publicity 
and films was essential to bring about energy conservation at the national and 
industry levels. This would be done by the Government and industry, separately 

and jointly. The Department of Science and Technology said it would shortly 


release, for public screening, two special documentary filme on energy conserva- 
tion, 


The workshop recommended a complete review of the system of power cuts now being 
followed in the country. The need for taking advantage of technical development 


in other countries was emphasized by Mr Gurpreet Singh, chairman, AIEI Northern 
Region, and supported by other participants.

FOREIGN FIRMS CHOSEN FOR OIL EXPLORATION PERMITS 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 8 Dec 80 p 9 


[Text] New Delhi, Dec. 7.--The Government has decided that the contracts with 
foreign oil companies for exploration in on-shore and off shore areas will be on 
a production sharing basis. The contractors will be expected to sell cost «'' 
to the Government for domestic consumption at a fair market price. Preference 
will be given to those who offer to sell their entire share of the profit oil as 
well to the Government. 


It has decided to offer 32 selected blocks--17 off-shore and 15 on-shore--to 
34, short-listed foreign parties for oil exploration. 


The 34 short-listed parties have been chosen from 67 who had submitted pre- 
qualifying bids in response to the Government nominee organization, the Oil and 
Natural Gas Commission's invitation to show interest in the exploration and 
development of hydrocarbons. 


The negotiating team, with the secretary in the Department of Petroleum as its 
chairman, and secretary (Expenditure), secretary (Economic Affairs), secretary 
(External Affairs) and chairman, ONGC, as its members, evaluated the offers and 
selected 34 foreign companies, including 10 selected provisionally on the basis 
of their financial and technical capabilities. 


Technical dockets giving geological, geophysical and other relevent information 
on the blocks being offered will be made available to the 34 short-listed parties 
at the ONGC's office in Delhi and at the Indian embassies in Washington and Paris 
from Monday. 


Technical discussions for any further information will be arranged with specialists 
at Dehra Dun and will be expected to be completed by January 15. On the conclu- 
sion of the discussions, the Government will expect a specific offer in respect 

of a block or blocks in which foreign parties might like to work. 


While the format for making the offer is being prepared, the Government, in its 
communication to the short-listed parties, has indicated the arrangements envisaged 
by it. 


All liabilities under Indian laws will be on the contractor's account. The 
parties have been asked to indicate the share of profit oil they would like to 
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retain (a) if the levies are on the contractor's account and (b) if the corporate 
incowe-tax, cess and royalty paid by the contractor is reimbursed to them, 


The O11 and Natural Gas Commission will be a party to the “operating agreement" 
as the Government's nominee. 


The ONGC will be a "non-operating" partner in the exploration phase and thereafter 
have full rights accruing to a "non-operating" partner for effective say in 
decision-making. 


After the short-listed parties, which include oil companies from the USA, France, 
the U.K., West Germany, Canada and Japan, have submitted their specific bide 
following clarificatory technical discussions with the ONGC, their offers will 
be evaluated by the Government and the contracts will be finalized with the 
approval of the Cabinet. 


The off-shore blocks include the West Bengal off-shore (Block I and II) in the 
Bay of Bengal, roughly covering an area of 10,750 sq km and 12,500 sq kn. 


The on-shore blocks include the Sarda depression (Blocks I, II and III), which 
forms part of the Ganga basin, with Block I coveriug 19,250 sq km and Block II 
covering about 25,000 km and the Gandak depression (Blocks I and II), forming the 
eastern part of the Ganga basin, covering about 26,000 sq km and 21,250 sq kn. 


The 34 foreign companies invited to make specific offers include the British 


Petroleum company, ESSCO (USA), Burmah Oil (U.K.), Gulf Oil (U.K.), Shell 
Exploration (Holland) and Shell Oil (USA).

SHORTFALL IN 1980 FERTILIZER PRODUCTION LIKELY 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 5 Dec 80 p 10 
[Text] New Delhi, December 4. 


The production and consumption of chemical fertilisers in the country during e 
current year may fall short of earlier expectations. 


According to the latest estimates of the Fertiliser Association of India (FAI), 
the total output of nitrogen this year may not exceed 22 lakh tonnes, against 27 
lakh tonnes anticipated earlier. | 


The growth in the consumption of nutrients may be only five to six per cent 
against the 15 to 16 per cent estimated in the beginning of the year. 


The FAI chairman, Dr. Easo John, told newsmen on Tuesday that the inadequate sup- 
ply of power, coal and feedstock to the fertiliser industry were the main con- 
straints responsible for the shortfall in production. The average capacity 
utilisation in the industry during the first six months of the year was only 
about 50 per cent against 61 per cent last year and 69 per cent in 1978-79. 


Transport Bottlenecks 


Transport bottlenecks had been creating further problems for the movement of inputs, 
as well as end-products in the industry. 


The total loss in production due to the shortage of power and feedstock was esti- 
mated at 0.5 million tonnes in terms of nutrients. At least three plants had to 
be shut down for varying periods during the current year because of labour trouble. 


The steep hike in fertiliser prices in June, last year, was one of the major 
reasons for the low growth rate in fertiliser consumption. The prices of agri- 
cultural products had not been raised sufficiently to compensate the farmers for 
the increased cost of fertiliser input, he maintained. Certain other factors, 
including constraints on the availability of adequate credit to farmers, were also 
responsible for the low consumption. 


The cost benefit ratio of fertiliser use had deteriorated following the estimated 
40 per cent rise in nutrient prices. Every rupee invested on nitrogenous fer- 
tiliser now brought a return of about Rs. 2.90 in the case of paddy, against 


59 








Rs. 3.62 prior to the fertiliser price hike. In the case of wheat, the return 
now was Rs. 3.23, against Rs. 4.46 earlier. 


According to Mr. Satyanand, executive director of the FAI, the consumption of 
fertilisers during the current rabi season might be only four per cent higher than 
in the last season. The earlier expectations of achieving some 18 per cent 
increase in consumption would not be materialised. Apart from adverse weather 
conditions in some parts of the country, an inadequate availability of the right 
type of fertiliser material at the right time was likely to affect nutrient con- 
sumption, 


The availability of railway wagons was grossly inadequate to ensure the smooth 
movement of fertilisers from producing units to consuming areas. Not more than 
60 to 70 per cent of even the sponsored movement programme under priority was 
likely to materialise, he said. Road movement was hampered by diesel shortage 
and competing demands from other industries which could afford to pay higher 
freight. 


Mr. Satyanand said the total capacity of nitrogen and phosphates produced in the 
country was expected to rise to 6.57 million tonnes and 2.37 million tonnes, 
respectively, by the end of the sixth plan period. It would rise further, to 
about 9.62 million tonnes of nitrogen and 2.85 million tonnes of phosphates by 
1989-90. 


Gap in Consumption 


The gap in the consumption and indigenous availability of fertilisers was expected 
to rise from 1.34 million tonnes of nitrogen in 1980-81 to 3.10 million tonnes 

in 1989-90. In the case of phosphates, it would go up from 3.5 lakh tonnes now to 
4.9 lakh tonnes in 1989-90. 


The FAI, which was celebrating its silver jubille this year, will hold a seminar 
on "fertilisers in India in the 80s" here from today to Saturday, at which leading 
Indian and foreign experts will discuss various aspects of fertiliser production, 
marketing, distribution and use. 


Several awards instituted by the FAI to commemorate its jubilee will also be dis- 
tributed at the inaugural function of the seminar, which will be presided over 
by Mr. P. C. Sethi, minister for petroleum, chemicals and fertilisers.

APPOINTMENT OF IZAAC HINDOM AS DEPUTY GOVERNOR OF IRIAN JAYA 
Jakarta TEMPO in Indonesian 29 Nov 80 p 39 
[Article: "From Deputy Governor to Trikora [People's Tri-Command)") 


{Text] Minister of Internal Affaire Amir Machmud at the end of last week installed 
Izaac Hindom in office as deputy governor of Irian Jaya, replacing Ellias Paprindey. 
Has this native son already had more opportunity? 


‘The appointment of Izaac Hindom, 45 years old, born in Fak-fak, as deputy governor 
of Irian Jaya, tends to bring out two different views at present. That is, whether 
or not the office of governor of that province must be entrusted to a native 

son of that area. 


The difference of view began to be heard strongly as the assignment of Governor 
Soetran came to an end in the middle of August and until he was installed in office 
as acting governor. Those who wanted Soetran's post to be turned over to a native 
son of the area hold the view that the position will be the key to the future 
success of the development of the area. This would also mean giving a greater 
opportunity to people from the region joining in developing their own area. 


People holding this view go so far as to say that, no matter what happens, the post 
of deputy governor should not be held by an outsider. This view starts from the 
complaint that, up to now, native sons have not had the opportunity to hold important 
positions in Irian Jaya. Indeed, it is charged that Ellias Paprindey, as deputy 
governor under Governor Soetran, was just a symbol. But this group feels that their 
efforts will have been wasted after the installation of Izaac Hindom in office. 
"This means that the combination of Soetran (from outside the area) and Paprindey 

(a native son) will be repeated,” said one of this group, a university student from 
Irian Jaya who is studying in Yogyakarta. 


On the other hand there is the view of those who attach no great importance to the 
question of whether an official is a native son of the area or not. “That 
difference involves a view which is no longer needed," says an official in the 
Ministry of Internal Affairs who did not wish to be named. “The important thing 
is whether a governor is considered capable of doing the job or not." 
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However, ia it true that native eons have not had an opportunity? “It is time for 
native sons of Irian Jaya to be given more opportunity,” said Vice President Adam 
Malik, when he visited the area 2 monthe ago. Nevertheless, Adam Malik also 
admitted that, up to now, “the preparation of officials who are native sons of the 
area has not been given enough attention." 


For Leaac Hindom, who began his career as a subdistrict officer in Teluk Etna, 
Dietrict of Kaimana, Regency of Fak-fak, opportunity for native sons of the area 
does not mean that they must remain in their own region, “A native son of Irian 
must be able to hold any job, anywhere in Indonesia," he says. If a native son 
met be the leader of his own area, Isaac Hindom fears, that may lead to a kind 
of tribal feeling. 


Opportunities for native sons of Irian Jaya in fact do exist. Apart from the post 
of deputy governor, 4 out of 9 bureau heads (Health, Development, Supply, Regional 
Economic Development) are also native sons of the region. Of 4 governors of Irian 
Jaya the first 2 were native sons, that is, E J Boney and F Kaisiepo. In addition 
5 out of 9 regents are also native sons. That is, the regents of Jayapura, Merauke, 
Yapen Waropen, Paniai, and Manokwari are native sons, as is the mayor of the 
administrative city of Jayapura. 


Trikora 


There is still one matter which has become a kind of crutch. That is, the difference 
of treatment between former government employees and those who fought to Liberate 
Irian Jaya under the Trikora--as also mentioned by Adam Malik. The government's 
appreciation of the latter was shown in 1979 in the form of gifts of money. 

However, later on a scandal arose out of the manipulation of the money in the form 
of “Trikora prizes," which was discovered by the Irian Jaya Regional Security Office 
last August. Those involved in the manipulation of funds reportedly were allowed to 
leave office in an honorable way and then were attached to the staff of the governor 
as office specialists. 


Up to the present people are still coming in to the Veterans Administration Office 
in Jayapura, registering as having fought in the Trikora campaign. An opportunity 
to register indeed is still open until 31 December 1980. Up to the middle of 
November the total number of those who fought in the Trikora campaign is listed 
at 3246 (of whom 140 were killed). Meanwhile, state employees having the right to 
receive "Trikora prizes" in Irian Jaya total 1328. 


Willem Ayatanoy, 45 years old, a former combatant in the Trikora campaign, currently 
lives in a hut in Bukit Polimak II. He has no permanent job. He is the father of 
5 children and says, “I can only work when someone needs a worker." Aser Samory, 

63 years old, who once was a member of the Trikora Revolution Command in Yapen 
Waropen, and was once even a veterans" representative in the provincial council, is 
now a daily-paid harbor worker in he area where he was born.

On 25 March 1980 and on 
27 June 1980 I myself invited you and your committee to come to Vientiane by oral 
communication. Then I sent an official letter No 1370, Vientiane Province, 19 June 
1980 and No 1472, 2 July 1980, but you did not reply." 


The letter closed with "I hope that you and your committee will visit Vientiane 
Province at this invitation.” 


It is generally known that the friendly relationship between Laos and Thailand in 
general and between Vientiane and Nong Khai in particular, was broken in June 1980, 
because the ultra-rightist reactionaries, Beijing's henchmen caused confusion and 
destruction in order to damage the friendly relationship between the Lao and Thai 
people. Although the tense border conditions and relations on both sides became 

even more seriously clouded, with the good will of the Lao and to operate in conformity 
with the spirit of the joint Lao-Thai communique, signed by Kaysone Phomvihan and

LAO=THAI AGREEMENT ON ELECTRICITY PURCHASES NOTED 
Vientiane VIENTIANE MAI in Lao 18 Oct 80 pp 1, 4 


{Text} On 16 October 1980 the Electricity Generating Authority of Thailand [EGAT] 
representatives, with Kasem Chatikawanit, EGAT director as chief, paid a friendly 
visit to Vientiane at the invitation of the director of the Lao Electric Company 
to attend a conference on the problem of the sale of electricity between the two 
electricity authorities of Laos and Thailand. 


The consultative conference opened at 1500 hours on 16 October and continued until 
the morning of 17 October, 1980 at the auditorium of the Lao Electric Company. 


Khammon Phonkeo, director of the Lao Electric Company, was the leader of the Lao 
delegation, while Kasem Chatikawanit, EGAT director, was head of the Thai group. 


On this occasion Khammon Phonkeo spoke of the purpose of meeting together, referring 
to the good relations between the two organizations. However, in the recent past 
world economic conditions have changed and [prices] have become very high, the Lao 
‘re proposing to the Thai a change in the price of electricity that Laos furnishes 
to Thailand, to conform to the new situation and the spirit of the joint Lao-Thai 
communique, with equity for both and to their mutual advantage. 


Kasem Chatikawanit expressed p.easure on their visit to Vientiane to discuss 
electricity with the Lao delegation at this time, along with stating his deep appre- 
ciation for the warm welcome by their close Lao neighbors, mentioning the continual 
history of good relations between the Lao and Thai electricity organizations. After 
frank discussion the two sides agreed as follows. 





1. The Lao Electricity Authority is pleased to sell as much electricity as it can 
and the Thai Authority is ready to purchase electricity from Laos after the expiration 
of the present agreement, by making a new agreement. 


2. The Thai authority will purchase an increased amount of electricity from Laos 
after the Lao authority has installed a new generator, the fifth one, at the Nam 
Ngeum Dam. 


3. Since at present international organizations are doing research on the cost of 
installing the fifth unit at Nam Ngeum Dam and research on the data and various figures 
concerning EGAT, both sides agree to take the research data of the international 
organization for study as a reference in deciding the new price of electricity that 
Laos will sell to Thailand. 
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4. In the event the international organization gives the data before the expiration 
of the present treaty, that is, before November 1980, both sides agree to meet for 
negotiation at a suitable time, with the approval of their respective governments, 
to draw up a new purchase agreement to replace the present one, although the present 
agreement has not yet expired and is still in force,

MEMORANDUM REFUTES THAI FEARS OF ELECTRICITY CUTOFF 
Vientiane VIENTIANE MAI in Lao 21 Oct 80 p 2 


[Text] On 16-17 October 1980 the delegation of the Electricity Generating Authority 
of Thailand [EGAT], led by Kasem Chatikawanit the director, came to Vientiane at 

the invitation of the head of the Lao Electric Company to attend a consultative 
conference on problems of interest to both parties, which concern the sale of 
electricity between the two organizations. 


Both parties reviewed various problems that remain, particularly the adjustment 

of the price rate structure according to the supplementary agreement signed at Bangkok, 
Thailand, 6 October 1975, to preserve the fairness and equality for each side to 
receive mutual benefit, conforming to the new conditions and in the spirit of the 
joint Lao-Thai communique. 


At the same time both sides are prepared to study a new sales agreement to replace 
the old one which expires at the end of 1980. A summary of the substance of that 
agreement follows. 


The Lao Electric Company is pleased to continue the sale of electricity it produces 
to Thailand, according to the agreement. In addition the Lao Electric Company has 
arranged for the installation of the fifth electric generator at Nam Ngeum Dam to. 
distribute electricity for sale to Thailand according to demand. The Thai will 
continue to purchase electricity from Laos and are pleased to buy more, after the 
installation of the fifth new generator at Naw Ngeum Dam is completed and put into 
operation. 


There were other questions which the Lao Electric Company and EGAT agreed upon, such 
as cooperation on a draft agreement that both sides would submit to their respective 
governments. The agreement that the Lao Electric Company proposed to EGAT received 
unanimous approval. The Thai expressed their appreciation for the visit to Laos and 
the joint study of problems relating to electricity with the Lao, which created 
warm'h, satisfaction and a good relationship based on being brothers and neighbors. 
They praised the Lao who received the Thai delegation with honor. 


In addition to come ltation am signing the agreement for the sale of electricity, 
the Thai delegation fruitfully considered their past cooperation and looked to the 
future with confidence. An EGAT representative gave an interview to Lao press and 
radio representatives emphasizing the cooperation of both organizations which facili- 
tated these proceedings in every instance. The Lao have arranged to sell electricity 
to Thailand as usual! on a continuing basis. 
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Previous distorted propaganda and slanderous Thai mass media reports that Laos would 
cuc off che electricity sent to Thailand were meant to create problems between Laos 
and Thailand. The answer given by the EGAT representative in response follows, 


"The reports issued by the Thai mass media that Laos would cut off electricity sold 

to Thailand is, I believe, a misunderstanding. Good understanding sometimes is mis~ 
represented in other matters and is of no benefit, As for the rumor that Laos would 
cut off electricity published in the Thai press, I myself informed the Thai press and 
think that it was a misunderstanding. This report had no basis in fact but was simply 
a fabrication by some elements of the media and some people. The cooperation between 
the Lao Electric Company and EGAT has been excellent because the sale of electricity 
is beneficial for both sides. We think there will be no further obstacles." 


After the interview the host arranged a reception and proposed a toast to unity and 
success in the meetings of the two groups.

HATSALFONG FLOOD LOSSES DESCRIBED 
Vientiane SIANG PASASON in Lao 26 Sep 80 p 2 


[Excerpt] Foodstuffs that all the people in the Hatsaifong District area worked 
hard to produce in the cultivation season this year were first rice, then sugar- 
cane, beans, hot peppers, eggplant, and other crops. An estimate of the losses 
from the floods this year throughout Hatsaifong District, affected more than 
other locales in Vientiane City-Province, was, of the total 6,272.5 hectares 
planted in rice, about 1,581.5 hectares or 25.21 percent. The figures for loss 
in this year's flood, compared to past years, were at a much lower level, because 
both the party and state were concerned and kept in close touch by rallying a group 
to fight the flood vigorously and promptly, to meet the situation. This group 
consisted of all the soldiers, cadres, the irrigation technicians, workers, 
organization workers from ministries, sections, departments, and factories at 
various places throughout the province. The Vientiane Municipality joined with 
the local administrative authorities and the people of Hatsaifong District. They 
put forth effort, fighting against time and current, to save the crops that were 
disappearing, along with dispersing the water that flowed in, to give a better 
life for a new day to come. 


To compensate for the losses from this natural disaster Comrade Saiphon Nolavong, 
Hatsaifong District Agricultural Service Committee, stated that the district 
agricultural service was undertaking three major actions: surveying the loss 

after the flood, mobilizing the people in the disaster area to plant replacement 
crops, or preparing and expediting the transplanting of a seconce crop of rice, or 
preparing dry season rice fields, such as in Sithan Tai Canton, Sala Kham Canton, 
Ban Hom Canton, and Pho Si Canton. Along with this, in order to meet the threat 

of plant pests that might arise in the flooded area, the district agricultural 
service prepared insecticides, sprayers, oil, and cadres to combat the pests in 
time. Especially in Hatsaifong District our people had anti-pest units assigned 

to the Sala Kham Rice Experimental Center, which were on alert at all times. 

Those who went to mobilize the people planting replacement crops or for transplanting 
a second crop of rice, or preparing dry season rice fields, were cadres of the 
intensive agricultural program joinung with the Mobilization Committee and the 
administrative authority of each locality. According to the plan that the district 
issued for planting in the coming dry season, they will rally the people to plant 
coy season rice to raise the living standard, plant tobacco to supply the Lao 
lobacco Factory, plant corn to supply the Tha Ngon Animal Food Factory. In Sala 
Kham Canton alone, according to the records which that canton committee forwarded, 
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eight villages that reported they will work dry rice fields have a total of 376 
households as members, working 174 hectares of rice fields. However, the district 
still will have to survey first the actual conditions in each place, in order to 
study what produce is suitable for each locale, in what form, or determine whether 
any place ought to pursue agriculture, to act in accord with the substance of the 
spirit of Resolution 7 of the Party Central Committee.

FINANCE MINISTRY REVEALS SHORTAGES OF FUNDS FOR SALARY PAYMENTS 
Vientiane VIENTIANE MAI in Lao 3 Oct 80 p 1 


[Text] In many provinces and regions the payment of salaries to all the state 
cadres, especially the cadres who work in scattered locales, such as teachers, and 
particularly for these teachers, has a bad effect on their morale, their living 
standards, and their teaching. 


After research and inquiry into the reasons for the delays in payment the Finance 
Ministry advised the provincial finance departments and the provincial education 
departments to take the following remedial steps. 


1. The Standing Committee of the Council of Ministers is of the opinion that in 
cases where the provinces’ budgeted income is not sufficient to pay salaries, all 
the state cadres in that province will draw funds for national defense and for 
teacher pay first. 


2. Where the revenue is inadequate the provincial administrative committee is 
authorized to borrow in advance funds from the provincial bank to pay for national 
defense and for the teachers. 


3. The solution to the cash funds must ceceive immediate attention. If the cash 
received at the bank is not enough for the payments, the provincial administrative 
committee has .1e duty and must help encourage the flow of cash into the bank 

as the highest priority. The bank then will be asked to issue payment. 


4. In keeping records for disbursements, to avoid red tape, follow these procedures. 


--Once every 3 months the principal of the school makes a list of names of those 
to be paid monthly. Then he submits it to the province. 


--The chief of the provincial education department, the budget chief for the 
provincial education department, and the chief of the ¢ vincial finance depart- 
ment, sign in acknowledgment and consider this document the basis for authoriza- 
tion of salary payments. 


--The provincial bank will designate a bank branct. to receive funds and will write 
this agreement on the withdrawal account. 
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5. At the beginning of the month or term, for teachers in remote areas each person 
will receive his salary at the designated bank branch. In emergency circumstances 
he must give a letter of authorization to another person to accept in his stead, 

on each occasion, the salary due. If the school principal receives the salaries

PROBLEM AREAS OF RURAL TRADE, FOREIGN STUDY, FOOD SHORTAGES DISCUSSED

xcerpte) [Question] What is our state doing to distribute goods to improve the 
living etandards of the people in rural areas everywhere? 


|Anewer| In reference to the movement and distribution of goode .t is necessary 
to speak of routes and vehicles. According to the policy and decisions of the 
upper echelon that were just issued, the communication routes that are militarily 
strategic and important are built by the estate. The roads between local areas 

are controlled by those areas, with the state giving aid as needed. The means of 
transportation that we must depend on in the final analysis are such that we have, 
cars, carts, wagons, horses, boats. But there is the problem that our people must 
move from the mountains in remote areas to settle on the plains or along the rivers 
for convenience in building communications routes. Another matter for the local 
administration organizations is that the trade cadres must be concerned for the 
people in distant regions. If we understand this and act, we could be able to 
gradually correct the situation. 





[Question] Not very many students from rural areas have gone to study abroad. 
The authorities make the criticism that they don't have enough education. How 
can they when there is only an elementary grade school’? Therefore in some areas 
people do not want their children to further their schooling because then cannot 
go anywhere to study. 


[Question] Some rural areas have food and goous shortages, but we think that the 
leadership in these places have not given sufficient attention to the matter. 


[Answer] When students are sent abroad to study or take specialized subjects, the 
educational level is a vital problem, but more important is that the job requires 
that person to acquire knowledge to use in his work. In each province there is an 
upper secondary school. The districts have secondary schools, with two or three 
exceptions. When a pupil completes elementary school, he continues at secondary 
and upper secondary school. When he does not study abroad after graduation, he 
continues at the university or technical schools. There are still many important 
fields. Isn't that so, comrade? Therefore, you shouldn't raise the issue that 
although one studies, one can go nowhere, thus clouding the future of their 
children. If it is done that way, it would be a great mistake. Right, comrade’ 


[Answer] Since the destruction caused by ruinous natural disasters, the people 
have resettled. If any place still has a shortage of food or necessities without 
reason, it is because there is little liaisor. The people are not yet in control 
of production, because the leadership in local areas lacks close contact and fails 
to guide their people in raising their living standards. 
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USE OF PRIVATE TRADERS BOOSTS PRODUCTION AT GARMENT FACTORIES

[Text] According to the report of Comrade Soulivong, Committee for Garment 
Factories, under the Vientiane City-Province Industry and Trade Service, since 

1 September 1980 the garment factories consolidated various sections and work 
unite to conform with the performance standards of an independent enterprise.

PHILIPPINES SEEKS 800 MILLION DOLLAR LOAN

[Text] The government plane to raise $800-million worth of financing from 
foreign and local sources to finance the additional cost and safety equipment 
for the country's first nuclear power project in Bataan. 


Finance Minister Cesar Virata said in an interview Tuesday night that about 
$550 million will be raised from foreign sources, while the remaining $250- 
million will come from the government. 


The finance minister said he has started talks with the Export Import Bank of 
the United States to provide the bulk of the funds through additional loans or 
the grant of guarantees. 


An alternative is for the government to float bonds again in the United States, 
Japan or Western Europe. 


The nuclear power project was originally estimated to cost $1.1 billion, but 
this went up to $1.8 billion because of the additional safety equipment that 
have to be installed. 


To finance the project, the government had floated bonds in the US capital 
market, and got loans and guarantees from the US Eximbank. 


Virata said that $250 million of the additional financing required will be in 
the form of equity contribution of the government through the National Power 
Corp. 


The finance minister said that a big portion of the additional financing required 
represents interest costs. About $80 million needed to buy the safety equipment. 


Virata also disclosed that he has negotiated for a $100-million multi-purpose 
credit line from the US Eximbank for the Development Bank of the Philippines. 


He added that the country will seek $1-billion worth of official development 
assistance (ODA) from its major creditor countries during the World Bank~sponsored 
consultative group meeting to be held in Paris from January 29-31, 1981. 


On top of the ODA, additional financing for development in 1981 will come from 
the World Bank, Asian Development Bank, the Overseas Economic Cooperation Fund 
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(ORCF) of Japan, the US, OPEC fund, International Fund for Agricultural Develop- 
ment (IFAD) and the Kuwait Pund among others. 


Furthermore, the Philippines ie entitled to draw about 200 million special 
drawing rights (SDR) from the International Monetary Fund (IMP), and $100 million 
from the etructural adjustment loan granted by the World Bank.
